Tbe orltflu of tbe word doll Is curi¬ 
ous. Centuries ago, when huIiiIm' uamc* 
mi>rv uiucb lu vogue for children, Si. 
lk>rothca was the uioat pupqjar, auU 
her uouie tbe l>e*t and luckiest that 
eould be g1vt?u to a little girl. Tbe 
sick name was l»oll>. or iHill, and from 
giving babies the uickname It was an 
easy step to (mss it on to tbe little 
linages of which the babies were so 
fond. 

Tbe word doll Is not found In com¬ 
mon use In our language until the 
middle of the eighteenth century, and. 
as far as can be discovered, first ap¬ 
pears In The Gentleman's Magazine for 
September. 1751. In the following: 
“Several dolls with different dresses, 
made In 8L James street, have been 
sent to the czarina to show tbe manner 
of dressing at present in fAshlon among 
English ladies.” 

Previous to this the word used to I 
describe tbe favorite plaything of all 
girls In all countries and In all ages 
was “baby.” Which Is to be found, 
together with “poppet," or “puppet.” 

In this sense In the works of most of 
the earlier writers. 

The wax and china doll originated 
in the middle of the seventeenth cen¬ 
tury. There were no fashion papers 
as now, and in order to show what wns 
being worn on the continent dolls were 
lieautifully and expensively dressed 
and sent to the various European coun¬ 
tries, aDd from the model orders were 
taken. The dolls, to show off their 
costly garb, must be made of more 
precious stuff than wood, so wax and 
china and even Ivory ones were made. 

Thuringia Is the land where most 
dolls are born—puppetland, as It is call¬ 
ed on this account. About 200 years 
ago most of the dolls were made In 
¥ landers, and they were called not 
dolls, but Flanders’ babies. There used 
to be an old English couplet which ran 
thus: ' 

The children of Holland tike ptewure In making 
Whit the children ol England take pleaaore In 
breaking. 

At one European doll factory of the 
present day 100,000 dolls are produced 
annually, some 500 men, women and 
children being employed. To make 
cue talking doll requires the Joint labor 
of 30 men. polls’ eyes are made In un¬ 
derground rooms. Into which the sun¬ 
light rarely peep*, and violet orbs are 
tbe most difficult to color. There Is 
one town In Germany where three- 
fourths of all the dolls' eyes In tbe 
world are made. Only In the cake of 
the most expensive dolls is real human 
hair used. 

Id i doll factory are wood carvers, 
ieadmakere, leg and arm makers, eye- 
makers. portrait artists, hairdressers, 
doll sewers and doll stnffers: also a 
small army of fashionable dressmakers 
and milliners. 

> TV Hindoo child Is probably the 
only doll-less child In the world. The 
little Egyptians have their wooden 
“Eshibti.” tbe same In style as 4.000 
years ago. These were sometimes 
made of porcelain. When a child died. 
Its dolls were burled with It’, In the ex¬ 
pectation that their spirit forms would 
rise and do service In another world. 

The paradise of dolls Is Japan, where 
they are most elaborately and gor 
geonsly attired affairs. So are tbe dolls 
of Kioto—“genrokn.” as they are call 
ed. They are often valuable wood 
carvings, enameled In colors or statu¬ 
ettes of great artistic merit 
One of tbe most Interesting collec¬ 
tions of dolls In this country Is that 
belonging to tbe bureau of ethnology, 
Washington. They are dolls of tbe Uni 
Indians of Arizona and are made from 
the roots or subterranean branches of 
the cotton weed tree, whittled out with 
knives. They are decorated bright red. 
yellow, green and represent tbe gods of 
tbe tribe—the god of tbe snow, tbe god 
that eats op the rainclouds. tbe Are 
god. the sun god and the corn goddess. 
The Uni children play with these dolls 
as other children do. Any one who 
goes Into a Cnl habitation Is certain to 
see a row of these dolls suspended 
from the celling. When not In nse. 
they are bung np until wanted. 

La Infantila Is a doll with a history. 
It la made of clay and Is considered by 
Its owner, s Mexican lady, and by 
boats of other persons to be a worker 
of miracles, and quantities of costly 
gifts are constantly offered to It. A 
room In the house of Its owner Is set 
aside for Its exclusive use. Here it re 
ettne# In s canopy bgd of solid silver. 
Zt has beautiful dresses and rich jew¬ 
elry, valued at thousands of dollars. 
Among Its latest gifts is a magnificent 
piano, which Is played upon by those 
who visit tbe doll, as s part of tbe serv¬ 
ice of adoration.—New York Sun.

TRAGEDY OF AN INSECT.

Here la the tragic story of tbe sand 
fly: 

It has but a day to live tn tbe light 
In order to earn the right to that day 
of life It lives from one to three yean 
In darkness, down In the mud at th« 
bottom of lakes or rivers. Moreover 
the sand fly Is perfectly harmless. It 
does uot bite. It has no sting. It can¬ 
not even eat. All it can do is to flit 
about for a few hours, enjoying the 
light of day or the glare of an electric 
lamp. 

The sand fly is known to scientists 
familiarly as the May fly. In scientific 
terms it is culled ephemerida. This 
name is taken from the Greek word 
ephemoros, which means lasting only 
for a day To the scientists the sand 
fly is one of the most Interesting and 
beautiful of insects. 

The fly lives but a day at most, but 
before it set** the light it ha* lived foi 
from one to three years under the wa¬ 
ter in the form of what the scientists 
call a nymph. This nymph can both 
wjilk and swim. As It grows it molts, 
and after about tbe ninth molt tiny 
wings appear on its thorax. These 
grow larger until the Insect come# forth 
from the water a sand fly. It then hat 
but one duty—to lay Its eggs. This 
done, the sand fly zigzags through the 
air until Its brief life is ended.—Chicago 
Inter Ocean.

QUARRIES OF OLD EGYPT. 

Wk,n Mttif For Pyr**»ld* •» Ik# 

Drarrt Waa 

On the way to Phllie and the bead of 
the cataract, a short d 1st sues south of 
Assouan, we come upon the ancient 
quarries which supplied the granite 
for the columns, statues and obelisk* 
throughout Egypt for many centurle*. 
An obelisk which ac saw Ilea In Its 
native bed. It Is 05 feet In length, and 
three side# have t**vn carefully cut. 
but for some unknown reason It waa 
Dever separated entirely front tbe par¬ 
ent rock. The surface bears tbe tool 
mark* of the workmen. The grooves 
In It show that It was to have t>eeu re¬ 
duced at the side*. It was supposed 
that the stone was split from Its bed 
by drilling boles In the rock and filling 
then with wooden wedges, which were 
afterward saturated with water, tbe 
swelling wood furnishing the power. 

From Illustrations In the temples It Is 
clear that these great monuments were 
floated down the river on flatboata and 
rafts and then carried InUind by arti¬ 
ficial canals or dragged overland by 
thousands of staves. In one of the 
tombs at Benl-llnsssn Is a picture Il¬ 
lustrating the process. The great stone 
Is loaded upon a huge sled drawn by a 
multitude of workmen. One man Is en¬ 
gaged In pouring water uj>on the run¬ 
ners to prevent friction; another stands 
at tbe left of the statue and l«eats time, 
that the men may work In uutson. 
while overseer*, provided with whip*, 
urge the lal»orers to tbelr task. What 
king desired to extricate this block 
from tbe quarry, why It was left here, 
what It wn* to commemorate, we can 
never know. The riddle of the sphinx 
Is solved, but tbe riddle of the oliellsk 
In the quarry will no donht remain 
with os forever.—Chaotauquan.
